William Jennings Bryan, lecturing 
last night at the Auditorium-Armory, 
gave his heartiest indorsement to At- 
lanta’s campaign for adequate Young 
Men’s Christian Association facilities. 

Hearing of the movement on foot to 
ratse $600,000 for up-to-date equipment 
for Young Men's Christian Association 
work in the city, the Great Commoner 
prefaced his regular lecture with a 
short talk in which he stressed the im- 
portance of carrying tke movement 
through to a successful issue. 

Mr. Bryan paid high tribute to the 
Young Men’s Christian Association 
work in general, as one of the most im- 
portant influences toward the upbuild- 
ing of a sturdy, Christian citizenship. 
When the Young Men’s Christian Asso- 
ciation was conducting a similar cam- 
paign in his home, Lincoln, Neb., Mr. 
Bryan donated $2,500, the largest sum 


given in that town.

| ter Postmaster General. 


AT TITCHCOCK 


They Say Hitchcock’s State- 
ment in Regard to Postage 
Rates for Magazines Is Ab- 
surd -- Government Makes 
Profit on Magazines. | 


_ Washington, February 14.—The reply 
of the Periodical Publishers’ Associa- 
tion, to which Postmaster General 
Hitchcock issued a_ statement last 
night in support of his proposal to in- 
crease the rate of postage on the ad- 
vertising portions of large magazines, 
was made tonight in the form of a 
Statemént issued here by the postal 
committee of the Publishers’ Associa- 
tion. 


“Mr. Hitchcock entirely ignores,” the 
committee says, ‘‘the fact that second- 
class mail is the chief producer of the 
first-class postage that finally saves 
the deficit o fthe postoffice balance 
sheet. The publishers show advartise- 
ments on which the postoffice depart- 
ment has made 144 per cent profit from 
carrying magazine advertisements. 

“So, Mr. Hitchcock goes.to the maga- 
zines, constituting, as he says, only 
one-fifth of the second-class mail, and 
allowing to their small number of 
pleces to the pound, much the least 
costly class to the pestoffice depart- 
ment, insisting that they pay the whole 
deficit. The injustice is aggravated by 
the fact that it is peculiarly the maga- 
zines’ national mail order advertising 
that saves the postoffice balance sheet 
by originating first-class postage. 

Cost of Magazines. 


“Mr. Hitchcock instances one maga- 
zine—-perhaps the most profitable peri- 
odical in the country-——-to show that 
this periodical’s increased advertising 
rate resulted in ga profit of $917,106, or 
enough to pay its postage bill. The ab- 
surdity of this sort of long-distance 
accounting is obvious when it is ex- 
plained that the American magazines 
cost to “edit, manufacture, deliver and 
administer is nearly twice as much as 
the publishers net from subscriptions. 

“The postal committee of the period- 
publishers’ association has ob- 
tained the exact figures from the books 
of the account of the five standard 
monthly magazines which carried the 
most advertising in 1909. These fig- 
ures of profits are on file in the de- 
partment of commerce and labor. The 
aggregate final net profits of these five 
magazines are less than one-tenth of 
the aggregate advertising incomes. 

“The reader gets the balance. This 
operation of larwe advertising receipts 
passed over to the reader in the shape 
of a better magazine than his sub- 
scription money will make, edit and 
deliver accounts for the phenomenon 
of the low-priced, widely-read Amer- 
ican periodicals. 

Hitehcock’s Own Figures. 

“On Mr. Hitchcock's own figutres in 
his statement-—showing that the pro- 
osed posta! change would mean only 

cents a pound postage on the whole 
magazine—though as the bill stands it 
would mean more—it is easily calcu- 
lated that the proposed increase would 
raise less than $2,500,000 for the post- 
office department, from which must be 
subtracted the great new expense of 
administering this complex and dis- 
criminatory measure. 


“On the other hand, it would entirely 
wipe out the profits of many perlod- 
icals, magazines, agricultural papers, 
religious papers and trade journals and 
seriously cripple the balance. This has 
been made plain by hundreds of pub- 
lishers who have communicated with 
their congressmen, giving their exact 
profits.”’ 

The periodical publishers say they 
do not consider it necessary to dis- 
cuss Mr. Hitchcock's attempt to ques- 
tion the official figures of the publish- 
ers’ profit by this notation of “the wild 
guesses of a concerm trying to sell 
stock to the public by mail.”’ 

Taft Is Backing Hitchcock. 

President Taft emphasized to visitors 
today his own position in favor of the 
magazine postage increase and declared 
with much positiveness that if the in- 
crease is not made by the present con- 
gress he would continue to recommend 
such action as long as he continues as 
president of the United States. He 
took occasion to deny published state- 
ments that he was opposed to maga- 
zines, either because of the so-called 
“Muckraking” .proposition of some of 
because of attacks made upon him, 
upon the republican party or upon any- 
body else. His sole object, according 
to his own deélaration, today, in favor- 
ing the increase of the rates in ques- 
tion was his desire to save the post- 
office department from being run as “‘u 
losing proposition.”

The lecture was 
given under the auspices of the At- 
lanta Baraca Union and the size of the 
audience was a glowing tribute to not 
only Mr. Bryan’s unbounded popularity 
but to the esteem in which the 
is held here.

In it the speaker dealt with many 
of the perplexing problems of the pres- 
ent-day civilization, in a manner which 
marked him as a man whose ability as 
a thinker is not second to even his own 
rare ability as a speaker. 

His lecture was the application of an 
ethical principle to present-day life, 
to politics, business and government. 

Beginning with the laws that govern 
legitimate accumulation, he discussed 
these laws with reference to their re- 
lation to the legal prefession, journal- 
ism, commerce and the ministry. He 
also discussed the application of moral 
principles to party life and the prob- 
lems of government. The rule he ap- 
plied throughout is that set forth in 
the Savior's question, “What shall it 
profit a man if he gain the whole 
world and lose his own sowl?”’ 

Hoke Smith for President. 

Bryan was introduced by Gov- 
ernor-elect Hoke Smith, who made a 
short, but apt talk. Mr. Bryan, he 
said, stands first in the hearts of the 
American people. No other man’s elo- 
quence has charmed and taught 680 
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“That's fine! Fine'” exclaimed Wil- 
liam Jennings Bryan, much  pileased 
when informed last night that Presi- 
dent Taft's reciprocity treaty with 
Canada had been ratified in the house 
of representatives through the support 
of the democratic vote. 

At the conclusion of the lecture at 
the Auditorium-Armory a Constitution 
representative handed Mr. Bryan a 
Washington dispatch, which told of the 
passage of the McCall bill by 221 to 92 
Mr. Bryan's interest was at -.once 
aroused and he proceeded to read the 
details of the article.

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Several Hours, but Friends 
of Reciprocity Forced Vote 
About 6 O’Clock---Some of 
the Republicans Say It Is 
the Beginning of the End of 
Protection.

Washington, February 14.—(Special.) 
By the steam roller process and un- 
der a special rule which democrats 
helped to adopt, the Canadien rect- 
procity bill was put through the house 
this afternoon by a vote of 221 to 92, 
every member of the Georgia delega- 
tion voting in favor of the legisila- 
tion. 

Several Georgians who opposed the 
action of the democratic caucus fa- 
voring the bill voted for it today, feel- 
ing bound by the action of the cau- 
cus. They were Representatives Brant- 
ley, Bell, Lee and Edwards. 

A majority of the republicans voted 
against the measure, the divison being 
78 ayes and 87 noes. The democratic 
vote was 143 ayeg and only 5 noes. A 
majority of the republican insurgents 
present voted for the bill. 

Effort to Embarrass Democrats. 

In an effort to embarrass the demo- 
crats, Representative Dalzell offered 


f . 
/a motion to recommit the bill with an 


amendment putting farm implements, 
beef and other products on the free 
list. The democrats replied that the 
motion was not made in good faith; 
that when Mr. Dalzell had an oppor- 
tunity to make such a motion effective 
during the consideration of the Payne- 
Aldrich bill he did not take advantage 
of it, and resorted to this device now 
as a subterfuge to defeat the agree- 
ment. 

The measure, which will facilitate 
trade between the United States and 
Canada, will now go to the senate for 
approval. If it is not adopted in that 
body in the sixteen days remaining 


'of the present session, there is a strong 


that President Taft will 
call congress back in extraordinary 
session to enact the bill. 

The agreement entered into between 
the contracting parties to use their 
utmost efforts to secure legislative 
approval of the pact Is being construed 
literally by the president. He has in- 
timated pretty strongly to senators 
who called at the white house that ‘the 
would not be at all averse to an ex- 
tra session to secure action on thig 


measure. 
After a Bitter Debate. 

The passage of the reciprocity bill 
in the house came at the end of a long 
debate, which at times was as bitter 
as has been hear on the floor of that 
chamber in years. The fight wes con- 
fined almost wholly to the republican 
side. Democratic members joined in 
from time to time and taunted the 
majority members for their lack of 
unity. The democratic leaders alse 
put fh the claim that the reciproctty 
agreement was good democratic doe- 
trine and declared they were giad to 
welcome Taft and many of the house 
republicans into the democratic fold. 
The suggestion came from the repub- 
lican side that Mr. Taft and Champ 
Clark might be rivals for the next 
democratic presidential nomination. Mr. 
Clark claimed that In a contest of that 
sort he would win “hands down.” 

A final vote was reached tonight 
only through the application of a clo- 
ture rule which shut off all amend- 
ments, and even dispensed with the 
reading of the bill. 

Republicans Were Mad. , 

The republicans opposed to the bil! 
fought the rule to the very last. de- 
nouncing it in caustic language. They 
directed their fire eSpectally against 
the democrats, and accused them, on 
the eve of going into power in the 
house, of enforcing a “gag rule” as 
drastic as any against which they had 
so eloquqentiy inveighed in the past. 
The democrats laughed loudly at this, 
and seemed thoroughly to enjoy the 
discomfiture of some of their old-time 
enemies. ; 

Champ Clark took Representative 
Dalzell, of Pennsylvania, sharply to 
task for complaining of the “undue 
haste’ with which the house was act- 
ing on the reciprocity measure. The 
speaker-to-be decidred that the demo- 
crats had sat for years, bound and 
gagged. while the gentleman from 
Pennsylvania and his associates had 
brought in rule after rule and had 
rushed legislation through without 
giving an opportunity for amendment.

The entire trip, consuming twelve 
days, was made by train without the 
firing of a shot or fighting the revolu- 
tionists. 

Navarro, during the trip, was com- 
pelled to repair twenty-bridges and 
culverts, which had been blown up by 
the insurrectos. 

The arrival marks the end ef the 
Juarez campaign. Oreczo and the other 
rebel chiefs are scattered and south of 
here. An hour after his arrivel, Gen- 
eral Navarro was escorted to the cus- 
toms house, where the Taft and Diaz 
meeting occurred. Here he received 
members of Colonel Rabago’s staff and 
citizens generally, among them a num- 
ber of women. 

General Navarro appeared rugged and 
hearty. His first official act was to 
write a telegram to President Diaz re- 
porting his entrance into Juarez. 

Two hundred insurrectos today were 
at Guadeloupe, the new provisional cap- 
ital. Orozco was at Sama]syuaca this 
afternoon, but he had decamped before 
Navarro arrived. 

The insurrectos are downhearted to- 
night. Orozco has accompHshed noth- 
ing since the insurrection began three 
months ago save to depress business.

It is now believed that Orozco must 
retreat to Casas Grandes.

MEXICAN TROOPS TO PASS 
THROUGH AMERICAN TERRITORY 
Washington, February 14.—The state 

department has given permission for 
the passage through American territory 
of a body of Mexican guards to protect 
the employees and materials along the 
dike now being constructed to control 
the Colorado river. The guards will be 
gathered up in lower California, and it ts 
desired to send them across the line by 
way of Yula, Ariz., re-entering Mexican 
territory in the neighborhood of Mexi- 
cali, which town is reported to be now 
in the hands of the insurgents.

Reign of Terror Once 
More in Nicaragua. 


Destruction of Ammunition 
Barracks Result of Wide- 
spread Plot---Estrada Is Fill- 
ing the Prisons With the Ad- 
herents of Exiled Zelaya. 


Washington, February 14.—The en- 
tire country of Nicaragua has been 
placed under mdartial law by President 
Estrada as a result of the magazine ex- 
plosions at Managua yesterday. This 
information was communicated to the 
State department today in a message 
from American Consul Moffat, at Man- 
agua. Great excitement and nervous- 
ness pervades the country, he adds. 


Managua, February 14.—A. council 
of war has been appointed to investi- 
gate the explosion which oc¢urred yes- 
terday in the ammunition barracks 
Situated within the Zrounds of the 
presidential palace. - It is believed that 
the investigation will be of a sweep- 
ing nature, for the opinion is held that 
there is a widespread Plot against the 
administration. Nicaragua is now un- 
der martial law, but congress will con- 
tinue its sessions. 

When it was found that a vast quan- 
tity of arms and ammunition would be 
destroyed by the fire which followed 
the first explosion, President Estrada 
Sent a cablegram to New York order- 
ing 5,000 rifles, ten Maxims and 2,000, - 
000 cartridges. This was an indication 
of how he viewed the situation 

Reports from Granada state that 
there is much anxiety there, owing to 
the measures undertaken by the gov- 
ernment, and partly due to the un- 
founded rumor that 500 men were to 
be sent there, and that other troops 
were making ready to move to that 
territory in anticipation of possible 
disorders. 

Following the arrest yesterday of 
many of the opponents of the Estrada 
government, including Dr. Espinoza, 
the former minister to the United 
States; Felix Zelaya, former minister 
of finance, and General Rivas, a strong 
Supporter of ex-President Zelaya, the 
question of making further arrests in 
other cities has been taken under ad- 
Visement, and it is believed to be the 
intention of the government either to 
imprison or place under surveillance 
all those who are in a position to as- 
sume leadership in a revolutionary 
movement.

Washington, February 14.—-Secretary 
MacVeagh today answered the suit of 
Levigritts and other Cherokee Indians, 
recently filed in the supreme court of 
the District of Columbia, to prevent 
the allotment of lands and money of 
the Cherokees among children of the 
tribe born since September, 1902. The 
Indians claim they will be divested of 
part of their landy if allotment is made 
on the basis of the present tribal num- 
ber rather than of the number of In- 
dians in September, 1902. 

Secretary MacVeagh attacks’ the 
status of the Indians to maintain the 
suit as individual members of the tribe 
and denies their claim to represent 
their co-tribesmen. He holds that con- 
gress, on March 2, 1904, by joint reso- 
lution continued indefinitely the tribal 
entity of the Cherokee nation, and that 
the ullotment in question will not jeop- 
ardize the interests of the petitioners 
or other members of the tribe to whom 
allotments have been made.

Bailey Alleges the Forgery 
Was Committed by Governor 
Deneen’s Bank---Effort Fails 
to Fix the Day for Vote on 
Lorimer.

Washington, February 14.—An effort 
to fix a day for a vote in the senate on 
the Lorimer case was made today, but 
once more it failed. Assurance was 
given, however, that ultimately there 
would be a vote permitted. 

Upon the conclusion of Senator 
Bailey’s speech in defense of Mr. Lori- 
mer, which he had resumed after hav- 
ing talked three hours yesterday, Mr. 
Beveridge tried to obtain unanimous 
consent to fix a date for the vote. Ob- 
jection was farthcoming at once from 
Mr. Burrows, chairman of the commit- 
tee on privileges and elections, which 
had presented the report in favor of Mr. 
Lorimer after its investigation of his 
election by the Illinois legislature. 

There Will Be a Vote. 

Tempering his objection with osme 
measure of balm for the opponents of 
the [llinois senator, Mr. Burrows said 
that in time there would be a vote. 
This was taken to mean that later dur- 
ing the session the friends of Mr. Lori- 
mer considered that they might face a 
vote with less danger to him than now. 

Mr. Bailey soon entered upon sensa- 
tional grounds by practically charging 
forgery against the Lllinois State Bank 
of Chicago, in which he said Governor 
Deneen is interested. 

The Texas senator returned to the 
consideration of his charge that the 
bank deposit slip evidencing State Sen- 
ator Holstlaw’s deposit in the State 
Bank of Chicago, had been a forgery. 
He referred to the fact that yesterday 
Senator Cummins had sought to intro- 
duce the original slip, which it was 
claimed had been made out by Chief 
Clerk Newton, of the bank. 

A Forgery, Says Bailey. 

Mr. Cummins, Mr. Bailey 
permitted him ‘to take the 
added that his examination of it had 
only had the effect of confirming his 
theory that the slip had been a forgery. 
He was sure that the handwriting 
shown in Newton’s signature was not 
the same as that on the slip. 

What he admitted was a 
branch of his investigation was then 
entered upon by Mr. Bailey.

ROADS ASK ALABAMA 
FOR HIGHER COAL RATE 


If the Change Is Made, Many 
Big Plants Will Be 
Affected. 


Montgomery, February 14.—(Special.) 
The Alabama Great Southern and the 
Central of Georgia railroads have peti- 
tioned the state railroad commission 
for a change of rate on coal shipped 
from the Birmingham district to Annis- 
ton, Gadsden, Talladega and’ other 
towns included in that circuit. The pe- 
tition of the Southern railway was pre- 
sented before the commission at their 
last meeting. 

The present 


rate, which obtains on 
coal shipped to the numerdus indus- 
trial plants in the Anniston-Gadsden 
circuit, is 50 cents per ton. The rail- 
roads want to charge a higher rate on 
fuel shipped to all plants save those 
which manufacture pig iron and kin- 
dred products. 

Should the railroads obtain their re- 
quest, it is understood that between 
fifty and seventy-five manufacturing 
plants in the Anniston-Gadsden ciroeuit 
will affected. 

Heads of industries will use every ef- 
fort to defeat the contemplated in- 
crease. They regard the exception 
which the railroads are making on pig 
iron industries as discriminatory. 


RATES ON LUMBER 
WILL BE ADVANCED 


Tenn., February 14.—An 
advance in freight rate charges of one 
cent per hundredweight on shipments 
of lumber is contemplated by trans- 
portation lines, both north and south 
of Ohio river crossings, according to 
an informal announcement made here 
today. Tentative schedules have been 
arranged, it is statd, tg become effec- 
tive April 15. Between points south of 
the Ohio river line gum and cotton 
wood lumber will probably be exempt 
from the increased rates, but north of 
the river it is proposed that the ad- 
vanced rates apply to all lumber ship- 
ments. 

Concerted efforts to prevent the ralil- 
roads putting the higher rates into 
effect is planned by local shippers. It 
is estimated that the advance would 
increase the cost of transportation 
from 30 to 45 cents per thousand feet.

ident by Herbert Knox Smith, commis-

* on the lumber industry in the United 
States.

Sensational Conclusion. 

His conclusion, in a forecast of

“In the last forty years concentra- 
tion has so proceeded that 195 holders, 
many inter-related, now have prac- 
tieally one-half of the privately-owned 
timber in the investigation area (which 
contains 80: per cent of the whole). 
This formidable of concentra- 
tion, in timber and land, certainlv in- 
‘VVolves grave future possibilities of 
impregnable monopolistic conditions. 
whose far-reaching consequences to 
Fociety it is now difficult to anticipate 
fully or to ever estimate.” 

The commissioner reserves for later 
report the subject of combinations in 
the manufacture or sale of lumber (as 
distinguished from ownership of stand- 
ing timber) Following is substantial!- 
ly the full text of the letter summa- 
rizing the report: 

“The foremost facts shown are 

“({1) The concentration of a domi- 
nating control of our standing timber 
in a comparatively few enormous hold- 
ings, steadily tending toward a central 
control of the lumber industry. (2) 
Vast speculative purchase and holding 
of timber land far in advance of an\ 
use thereof (3) An enormous increase 
in the value of this diminishing nat- 
ural resource, with great profits to 
ite owners. This value. by the very 
Mature of standing timber, the holder 
meither created nor substantially en- 
hances. 

“These are underlying facts, of 
tremendous significance to the public 
welfare. They are primarily the re- 
‘sult of our public land policy, long 
continued. The laws that represent 
that policy are still largely operative. 
The past history and present status 
of our standing timber drove home 
upon us the imperative necessity of 
revising Our public policy for the fu- 
ture management of all our remaining 
Natural resources. f 

Four-Fifths Privately Owned. 

“Only forty years ago at ieast three- 
fourths of the timber now standing 
Was (it is estimated) publiciy owned, 
Now about four-fifths of it is privatels 
owned. The great bulk of it passed 
from gzgovernment to private hands 
through (a) enormous railroad. canal 
and wagon road grants by the federal! 
government; (b) direct government 
gales in unlimited quantities at $1.25 
@n acre: (‘c) certain public land laws. 
mreat tracts being assembled in spite 
of the legal requirements for small 
holdings. Such laws were wholly tn- 
appropriate to forest regions; but 
though vigorously condemned in sev- 
eral public reports, they are still large- 
ly in force. In theory, they were in- 
tended’ to distribute the public lands 
in esmall tracts as homes for free- 
holders. In fact, they actually fur- 
thered timber concentration in vast 
holdings. The 1,802 largest holders 
of timber now own 85.5739,000 acres of 
land, as compared with a vastly wider 
distribution of public lands in non- 
timbered agricultural sections 

“During this interval, and chiefly in 
the latter half thereof, the value of 
standing timber has increased _ ten- 
fold, twenty-fold, and even fifty-fold, 
according to loca! conditions. The 
present annua! growth is only about 
one-third of the present annual cut. 
Replacement by new growth is very 
slow.

There has been 
created, therefore, not only the frame- 
work of an enormous timber monopoly, 
but also an equally sinister land con- 
centration in extensive sections.

On the road leading 
to the county line toward Sylvester 
there are twenty-seven new farm 
houses of the most modern and com- 
fortable type: lumber on the ground 
for four more, one new school house 
and a general store. On the road to 
Meigs there are twenty-four new farm 
houses and on the road to Hartsfiel 
there are twenty-two. What all this 
means to the good old county of Coffee 
in the way of development it does not 
take a wide stretch of the imagina- 
tion to picture. It is interesting to 
note that the greatest development is 
taking place along the new good roads 
which the county was encouraged to 
build by The Constitution's ‘Round- 
the-State tour last year. 

Moultrie proper is, of course, leading 
in the general development work. It 
is said that a stranger can find no 
vacant house here, but must build 
one for himself when he settles here. 
H¥e is luecKy to find a place to lay his 
head, so rapid is the inflow of people. 
All this in spite of the fact that there 
is a big hotel here and several smali- 
er ones. There is not a vacant store 
in town, either. 

The ten leading business houses ex- 
perienced an increase of over 40 per 
in the volume of their businss 
during 1910 over that of 1909. The

The circular is based upon a report 
by Lieutenant George B. Foster, of 
the medical corps, which contains fig- 
ures illustrattve of the havoc wrought 
by typhoid in armies. It is shown that 
in the short Spanish-American cam- 
paign there occurred 20,738 cases 0 
typhoid among 107,973 men, »with 1,580 
deaths. 3 

About one-seventh of the regular 
army has now been vaccinated, and it 
is pointed out that if it were required 
that all mew recrults and re-enlist- 
ments be vaccinated the regular army 
would be immmune to typhoid in three 
years. 

With no serious results following 
over 31,000 inoculations in the army, 
the procedure is regarded as abso- 
lutely safe.

Wants Greater Power in 
Boosting Atlanta. 


Application for New Charter 
for the Atlanta Chamber of 
Commerce Is Filed in the 
Superior Court--Will Soon Be 
Granted by Court. 


Application for a new charter for 
the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce was 
fileqd in the supertor court yesterday 
by Attorney Victor Lamar Smith, 
representing that organization. 

The purpose of the new charter is 
to give the chamber broader and more 
comprehensive powers in the work it 
has cut out to do in boosting and 
building up Atlanta. 

What it has done and how well it 
has done it, are familiar facts in Ate 
lanta’s history; what it can and will 
do is Iimited only by the force and 
energy to be put bening future ef- 
forts. 

The chamber is going out after big 
game and the proper sort of weapon 
was needed; that is to say, a broader 
and more liberal charter. 

The new charter proposes to give 
the chamber all the powers and au- 
thority which can lawfully be con- 
ferred. upon an organization of this 
kind. For example, it Is provided that 
the chamber shal] empowered to 
assist worthy enterprises of any kind 
bv ald, loan, tnvestment or otherwise; 
that ft shall be empowered to own 
property of various Kinds; to borrow 
money, issue bonds or other evidences 
of indebtedness, to lend money and to 
do various other things of a business 
nature through which it may aid in 
the advancement of the material, so- 
cial and moral welfare of the city. 

The charter will be granted by the 
court as soon as advertised for a period 
of thirty days as required by law.

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TOBACCO MEN ROBBED 
BY NEGRO BANDITS 


One of the Victims Wounded. 
Two of the Bandits 
Captured. 


Stanford, Ky., February 14.—Three 
tobacco men on their way to Danville 
last night were held up by negro ban- 
dits, who seriously wounded each of 
the travelers, and obtained about $100 
in cash. The negroes escaped, but later 
two of their member were captured 
and placed in jail here. 

Victims of the hold-up were Dd. O. 
Ballard, Clarence Deathrage and E. B. 
Hatfield. As they drove along a coun- 
try road not far from Stanford they 
were passed by a party of negroes who 
hid themselves in a clump of three by 
the roadside. When the tobacco men 
came abreast of the ambuscade they 
were made targets for a hall of bullets 
from the robbers’ revolvers. Deather- 
age was hit by five bullets, both of 
Hatfield’s jaws were broken, and Bal- 
lard’s skull was crushed.

Washington, February 14.—(Special.) 
President Taft has vetoed the joint res- 
olution providing for the reinstatement 
of Cadet James Booker and eight for- 
mer associates to the military acad- 
emy at West Point and to grant them 
a trial for the alleged acts of hazing 
which caused their dismissal. 

Young Booker is connected with a 
well-known family of West Point, Ga, 
and strong efforts were made by Rep- 
resentative Adamson and Senator Ter- 
rell to pass .the joint resolution 
through congress. It was unan!mous- 
ly adopted by both houses only to meet 
the president's veto. President Taft 
Says: 

“These cadets received a fair and im- 
partial trial in accordance witn (tne law 
which existed at the time of their tria! 
and were punished by dismissal. Thetr 
connection with the military academy 
has been entirely severed and they are 
now in civil life. The superintendent 
of the military academy, the chief of 
staff and the secretary of war are of 
the opinion that the enactment of this 
joint resolution would have a very in- 
jurious effect upon the military acad- 
emy and would tend to seriously de- 
moralize the discipline there. In this 
opinion I concur.” 

Representative Adamson charges the 
secretary of war with responsibility 
for the president’s action, saying: 

“Cadet Booker should be gratified 
and his friends should be gratifed at 
the unanimous action of both house of 
congress. The veto message on the 
resolution was inspired by Secretary 
Dickinson, who is cheek by jow! with 
the former incompetent superintendent 
of the military academy, who has since 
been removed. The veto message is a 
disappointment to me.” 

The cadets affected are William T. 
Rossell, Harry G. Weaver, John H. 
Booker, Albert E. Crane, Richard W. 
Hooker, Jacob 8S. Fortner, Gordon Le- 
febcre, Chauncey C. Devore and Earl 
W. Dunmore. They were dismissed 
from the academy on the charge of 
hazing under the old law permitting no 
alternative for dismissal when found 
guilty of this offense. Since their dis- 
missal a law has been passed granting 


,a trial and the object of the bill was to 


give these young men the benefit of this 
privilege.

“The first thing necessary for a re- 
former,” he said,*‘was a longevity and 
expectancy, as it took a long time to 
carry out reforms. [ am pleased at 
the words spoken about the recent vic- 
tories of the democratic party. We 
hear that the republican party is in 
power, but that is not so.

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Our Political Postoffice 


John Wanamaker was postmaster general; Sena- 
tor Boies Penrose is chairman of the great postoffice 
committee of the United States senate; Thomas H. 
Carter, senator from Montana, has served many years 
on that committee.- No three men in the United 


States are better versed in postoffice affairs and needs 
than these, 


On February 9, 1911, the senate postoffice commit- 
tee, under the leadership of Senators Penrose and Car- 
ter, reported favorable to the senate. for action the 
postoffice appropriation bill, containing a provision put 
in without allowing public hearing or open considera- 
tion, but under political pressure from the white 
house, that increases the postage rate on magazines 
and periodicals to such an extent that it practically 
absorbs all the profits of the publishing business of 
the country, and makes the further production of pop- 
ular-priced magazines impossible. It imposes a tax 
that is confiscatory. 


Notwithstanding, within the year Senator Boies 
Penrose said, referring to the Carter-Weeks bill: 


“These are some of the big features of 
the bill. The whole intent is to systematize 
and to modernize the entire postal system. 
It is idle to take up such questions as ap- 
portioning the cost for carrying second- 
class mail matter or the proper compensation 
of railroads for transporting the mails un- 
til we shall have established business meth- 
ods in postoffice affairs by a reorganization 
of the whole postal system. The commission 
unanimously recommended - the passage of 
the projected bill. Personally, I have. been 
very much interested in all the details, and, 
of course, am heartily in favor of the changes 
to be made.” 


Senator Carter said last March: 


“But I must forego further pursuit of de- 
tails. The bill was cordially approved by 
Postmaster General Meyer and his assistants, 
and likewise has the approval of Postmas- 
ter General Hitchcock. It failed of pass- 
age during the last congress. owing to lack 
of time for its proper consideration, but I 
have re-introduced the bilf, which is now 
designated Senate 6287, second session, Six- 
ty-first congress. The committee on post- 
offices and post roads will favorably report 
the bill to the senate, and it should be en- 
acted into law before the close of this ses- 
sion. I believe not only that it will increase 
efficiency, but that, after the expense of in- 
stallation is absorbed, it will result in such 
economies in the administration of the de- 
partment and service as will ere long wipe 
out the deficiency. In operating under it, 
the department will be able with almost un- 
erring certainty to determine the actual 
cost of each service performed, thereby 
reaching a sound basis for legislation such 
as is neither available nor obtainable under the 
present system. 

“I deeply sympathize with the earnest 
desire of the department officials to get rid 
of the deficiency they are fated to encoun- 
ter each year, but I submit that the first 
real movement toward that end must begin 
with the substitution of a modern, up-to- 
date business organization for the existing an- 
tiquated system. which rests upon a few 
sections of law enacted in 1835. supple- 
mented by statutory fragments added»from 
time to time since that year.” 


John Wanamaker said recently: 


“With Mr. Hitchcock's suggestion, howe 
ever, there will be no general agreement. 
The magazines are supported not by the price 
paid for the magazine by the readers, but by 
the advertisers. 

“In a sense, magazines are private cone 
cerns, but they have a public function to 
perform, and educational function. To tax 
the advertisements is to tax the quality of 
the educational matter contained in the 
pages, for the advertisements enable the 
publishers to pay high prices for literature 
and educational articles. The price paid for 
a magazine does: not pav for the printing and 
the paper. If Mr. Hitchcock's suggestion 
should become part of the president’s plan, 
it would mean that the public would suffer in 
the loss of much educational material that the 
publishers then would be unable to buy.”

“The desire for money ts the most! 
frequent source of temptation to bar- 
ter the soul. The Bible tells us that 
‘the love of money is the root of all 
evil.’ 

Ethics of Money-Making. 

“For this reason let us look at the 
law which governs the legitimate ac- 
éumulation of wealth and let me pre- 
sent you a code of ethics on the sub- 
ject of money-making. 

“No man can righteously collect 
from society more money than he hon- 
estly earns. When he collects more, 
he gets what others have earned. No 
man can honestly earn more money 
than fairly measures the service he 
renders to society. If he would col- 
lect largely and righteously he must 
prepare to serve in like manner. Last- 
ly, no man should desire to collect 
from society more money than he can 
spend wisely, and we should remem- 
ber here that in his efforts to spend 
wisely, he is considerably hedged 
about. He can spend only a com- 
paratively small amount wisely, when 
all is done and said.” 

How Men Sell Themselves. 

In discussing the things for which 
men sell themselves, the speaker 
pointed out that the lawyer who at- 
tempts to get for his client more than 
who attempts to assist a 


guilty person to evade punishment, is 
selling his soul and is bound in time 
to become a moral degenerate. Editors 
and owners of newspapers, he said, sel! 
themselves when they champion causes 
they know to be unjust for the sake 
of money or prestige, or even party 
politics. Both news columns and edi- 
torial pages are often polluted with 
money, he said, while thousands of 
editors dafly- sell thetfr souls for the 
sake of their jobs.
